The  estimated  population,  according  to  the  Registrar-General, 
"or  mid-year  1968,  is  9.720  -  an  increase  of  440  on  last  year  s 
estimate  of  9? 280,

STATISTICS: 

The  live  birth  rate  of  18.1  per  1,000  population  is  below 
that  of  1967  and  1966,  which  were,  respectively,  19.3  and  21.3. 

It  is,  however,  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole ,  which  is  given  as  16.9.  This  follows  the  usual  trend,  as 
our  birth  rate  is  usually  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  11.0  per  1,000  live ^births  is 
very  satisfactory,  and  compares  with  a  rate  for  ^nglana  and  e^les 
as  a  whole,  of  18.0.  Last  year,  our  rate  was  22.3. 

The  stillbirth  rate  of  22.0  is  higher  than  that  of  tie 
country  aa  a  whole,  which  is  14.0. 

The  death  rate  of  9.5  per  1000  population  is  below  "that  of 
1967,  when  it  was  10.1,  and  compares  with  a  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  of  11.9. 

As  many  as  23  deaths  were  duo  to  malignant  disease,  inc lading 
nine  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  It  is  said 

that  men  over  45 »  by  smoking,  have  largely  cancelled  out  for 
themselves  the  benefits  of  medical  and  pharmaceutical  advances. 
Although  there  have  been  spectacular  reductions  in  deaths  due  to 
tuberculosis  and  other  infectious  diseases  (there  were  no  such  ^ 
deaths  in  this  area  in  1968)  these  have  been  offset,  in  respect  of 
men,  by  increases  in  lung  cancer  and  heart  disease,  both  01  union 
are  associated  with  smoking. 

Six  deaths  were  due  to  accidents,  three  of  which  were  due 
to  motor  vehicle  accidents. 


CONCLUSION;. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  foregoing^statisties  that. the  health 
of  the  district  was  satisfactory  in  1968.  The  illegitimate  live 
births  percentage  of  total  births  is  again  high,  i.c.,  7.4% 
compared  with  7.8%  in  1967. 

I  would  again  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  the  Public  Health  inspector,  and  to  the  enairman 
and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  help  and 
co-operation.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  by  a  private 
contractor  under  the  terms  of  a  three  year  contract,  with  vehicles 
provided  by  the  Council.  The  contract  provides  for  50  collections 
per  year,  and  tipping  is  carried  out  by  arrangement  at  the 
Peterborough  Corporation  tip  in  the  City  of  Peterborough. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS  1928  etc. 


4-6  current  annual  licences  are  now  in  force  in  respect  of 
the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum  mixtures  at  46  premises,  being 
two  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

17  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS . 


(a)  Discretionary  Grants 

Applications  in  respect  of  Improvement  and/or  Conversion 
were  received  in  respect  of  7  premises,  and  grants  were  made 
in  every  case  amounting  in  total  to  £1963.  The  applications 
numbered  1  less  than  in  the  previous  year.

CARAVAN  SITES 

6  sites  are  currently  licenced  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960,  and  all 
associated  planning  permissions  are  temporary. 

One  multiple  site  in  the  village  of  Eye  closed  down  during 
the  year. 

There  are  two  multiple  sites  operating  in  Eye.  A  statutory 
notice  was  served  for  non-compliance  with  Site  Licence  Conditions 
in  respect  of  one  of  these  sites,  and  work  is  now  in  progress  to 
comply  with  the  Notice  requirements. 

18  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Annual  Report  in  the  form  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  presented  as  Appendix  II. 

Evidence  of  increased  rodent  activity  was  noted  during  the 
y^ar,  and  the  Council  now  offer  free  treatments  so  far  as  domesti 
properties  are  concerned.  Existing  staff  resources  do  not  permit 
the  amount  of  routine  inspection  which  I  should  like  to  see,  and 
a  continued  appeal  is  made  to  occupiers  of  agricultural  land  for 
increased  vigilance,  to  supplement  our  efforts  in  dealing  with 
this  menace  to  food  supplies  and  health. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Peterborough  R. D.C. Water  Undertaking  was  taken  over 
by  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  on  the  1st  October, 1968 
and  ceased  to  be  the  statutory  water  undertaking  for  the 
Rural  District  with  effect  from  that  date.  The  following 
statistics  are  therefore  based  on  the  nine  month  period 
1-1-68  to  30-9-68.

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  on  the 
alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals. 
The  water  is  very  hard  in  character  but  not  excessively  so,  it 
contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  and  it  is  of  very 
satisfactory  organic  quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are 
indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes.

32  inspections  were  made.  The  Annual  Report  in  the  form 
required  by  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity 
is  presented  as  Appendix  III. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  main  drainage  systems  provided  in  all  but  three  of 
the  parishes,  were  subjected  to  heavy  surcharging  on  occasions 
due  to  circumstances  beyond  normal  control,  which  are  set  out 
under  SURFACE  WATTE  DRAINAGE  below.  Portable  pumping 
equipment  was  used  to  supplement  existing  plant  and  whilst  on 
occasions  some  nuisance  resulted,  instances  were  kept  to  a 
minimum.  I  wish  to  record  my  special  appreciation  of  the  efforts 
made  by  the  staff  and  workmen  in  dealing  with  the  many 
emergencies  as  they  arose. 

The  provision  of  a  main  drainage  scheme  in  the  Parish  of 
Newborough  continues  to  be  an  urgent  necessity  and  negotiations 
associated  with  the  provision  of  outfall  facilities  in  the  City 
of  Peterborough  whilst  proceeding,  leave  little  to  report  by 
way  of  practical  progress.

CESS -POOL  EMPTYING 

Cess-pools  and  septic  tanks  continue  to  be  emptied  by 
contract  which  provides  for  two  free  emptyings  per  year 
where  the  properties  are  more  than  100  feet  from  a  main  sewer. 

hl6  tanks  were  emptied  during  the  year,  an  increase  of 
80  on  the  previous  year. 


NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION 

This  service  is  provided  by  contract  in  the  Parish  of 
Newborough  for  some  70  properties. 


SURFACE  WAT  Em  DR  LINAGE 


The  Table  of  Rainfall  Statistics  (Appendix  IV)  shows  the 
annual  rainfall  in  1968  (31* 16  ins)  to  be  higher  than  that 
for  any  of  the  previous  12  years  included  in" the  table  ,  and  in 
the  month  of  July  the  rainfall  will  be  seen  to  more  than  double 
the  amount  recorded  in  any  previous  July- 

Serious  wide-spread  flooding  occurred  throughout  the 
district,  and  not  least  of  the  problems  which  arose  resulted 
from  overloading  of  foul  sewers  and  sewage  pumping  stations.  In 
many  cases  this  was  due  to  the  lifting  of  inspection  chamber 
covers  on  private  property  to  facilitate  the  disposal  of 
accumulated  storm  water. 

It  should  also  be  made  clear  that  with  the  exception  of 
certain  post-war  estate  developments,  no  properly  designed 
separate  surface  water  sewers  exist  -  the  channels  ,  dykes  and 
culverts  which  form  the  surface  water  systems  in  the  rural 
parishes  were  originally  the  old  "combined  drains"  of  the 
pre-main  drainage  era,  which  continue  to  be  vested  in  the 
Local  Authority  as  a  surface  wa ter  system,  and  which  proved 
to  be  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  rainfall  intensity  experienced 
on  occasions  during  1968. 

Minor  improvements  have  been  effected,  particularly  in 
Glinton  village,  and  plans  are  in  hand  for  similar  work  in 
Mar holm.  The  worst  problem  exists  in  the  villages  of  Castor 
and  Ailsworth  and  is  principally  a  problem  of  land  drainage.  No 
internal  drainage  board  exists  to  deal  with  the  problem  in 
these  two  parishes,  and  in  these  circumstances  powers  available 
and  as  piovided  for  in  the  Land  Drainage  Act  1961  are  the  subject 
of  current  negotiations  between  this  Authority  and  the  County’ 
Council.
